It was in the minds-of the remarkable 
trio that the: idea of establishing a 
Nbrary. was born. Immediately upon 
learning of. the scheme Prof Wayland 
doriated -$500,. The measure was _ put 
through the general court by Rev John 
BR. Wright, who then represented the 
district: The founding of the Ilbrary. on 
Aug’, 1850, followed soon.after and 
there were many substantial .donations. 

The original. library occupied a part 
of the’ old’.town hall until 1878, but in 
that year was. transferred to the base- 
ment’.of the present town hall building. 

About two years ago the late Warren 
G. Roby provided before his denth plans 
for.a $28,000 structure and the land upon 
which it was to rest. His death took 
place. shortiy after his ideas were mnde 
known, but the work wus carried on, 
following out the provisions of the will. 
| Wayland's cltizens belleve the new 
library to be a fitting monument to the 
generosity. of their follow townsman 
and regret that he could not have lived 
to seo it completed. 

The. building; which is of Grecian archi- 
tecture, is constructed of red brick, with 
MPa © of granite, Cabot, Everett & 
Mead of .Weston were the architects, and 
Fales & Co of Framingham the hullders. 

Qrnamenting the entrance are two 
massive granite columns, while the 
beauty of the exterior Js accentuated 
by n' roof of Spanish tiling. 

‘The tnterior impresses one with the 
perfect harmony of character and design. 
The largest apartment is the reading

ROCKLAND, Moss, Aug 7—The quee- 


tion of compulsory vaccination was cin. 
cussed this evening In mass meeting at 


600 persons pronent to Ilaten to the dit- 
ferent arguments. 

‘A few weeks. ago the board of health 
leased an order to the school committeo, 
stoting that commencing with the fall 


term the, pupils of the public schools . 


would be compeiled to show a ceriificaty 
of vaccination before being allowed to 
resiimo thalr atudles, 

The notice at firnt did not attruct men- 
erul attention, but lator caused some 
ayitation, and public opinion 
divided, Many favored ‘the attitude of 
the board of health, and they sald that 
the jaw was one that should be obeyed. 
The other: side, and included In this 
number were many of the most promi- 
nent citizens, said that the question was 
one for the individual to consider, and 
they refuséd to comply with ‘the law, 

The meeting this evening was m~ 
posed largely of the advocates of ‘‘no 
vaccination,” and the remarks of tho 
Uberally applauded.
